Niagara  University,  conducted  by  the  priests  of  the  Con- 
gregation of  the  Mission,  was  founded  as  an  institution  of 
learning  in  1856,  incorporated  under  the  name  of  the  Seminary 
of  our  Lady  of  Angels  in  1863  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  and  erected  into  a  university  un.  erits 
present  title  in  18S3  by  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  with  the  full  powers  and  authority  of  a  uni 
versity. 

As  now  designated,  however,  and  as  hereafter  to  be  known, 
none  of  the  honored  and  sacred  memories  and  associations  of 
the  past  will  be  broken  or  marred.  Nothing  that  has  marked 
the  character  of  the  Institution  either  in  name  or  object  will  be 
laid. aside.  The  Seminary  of  Our  Lady  of  Angels,  both  in  name 
and  individuality,  will  still  be  preserved;  but,  instead  of  stand- 
ing alone,  as  heretofore,  it  will  be  associated  with  other  depart- 
ments cf  learning,  and  constitute  one  of  the  Colleges  of  the 
Institution,  the  College  of  Theology. 

It  is  situated  two  miles  north  of  Suspension  Bridge,  on  the 
New  York  bank  of  the  Niagara  River, 

In  sublimity  of  scenery,  it  is  without  a  rival  in  the  country. 
To  the  south,  it  commands  a  magnificent  view  of  the  great  Cat- 
aract, Seminary  Rapids,  and  the  Whirlpool;  northward,  it  over- 
looks the  winding  course  of  the  Niagara  River,  with  its  pictui  - 
esqe   banks,  and  the   broad    expanse   of  Lake  Ontario.     It  is 
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exceptionally  easy  of  access  from  every  point,  north,  south,  east 
and  west  ;  it  is  within  easy  riding  or  walking  distance  from  all 
the  railroads  converging  at  Suspension  Bridge,  and  the  boats 
plying  on  Lake  Ontario. 

Located  on  the  most  elevated  point  of  "Mont-Eagle  Ridge,"' 
it  receives  the  full  benefit  of  the  pure,  invigorating  breezes 
that  sweep  over  the  country  from  the  lakes.  The  salubrity 
of  the  climate  is  unsurpassed. 

The  buildings  are  large,  the  apartments  commodious.  No 
pains  are  spared  to  secure  the  comforts  of  students. 

As  the  name  indicates,  the  "Seminary  of  Our  Lady  of 
Angels,"  is  an  ecclesiastical  institution  intended  for  the  educa- 
tion of  asp'rants  to  the  Priesthood.  Whilst  our  course  of  study 
embraces  all  that  is  required  to  prepare  the  youthful  candidate 
for  the  Sacred  Ministry,  we,  however,  deem  it  advisable  to 
unite  the  studies  proper  to  a  seminary  with  those  which  are 
found  in  college  courses.  Our  reasons  for  this  are  the  follow- 
ing : 

First,  because,  in  this  country,  a  priest  requires  a  knowledge 
of  things  which  especially  pertain,  not  only  to  the  Sacred  Min- 
strjT,  but  also  to  strictly  secular  and  professional  avocations  ; 
secondly,  because  many  young  men,  entering  a  seminary, 
think  they  have  a  vocation  for  the  priesthooi;  but,  after  due 
consideration,  ascertain  that  such  is  not  their  calling.  In  this 
case,  the  studies  prescribed  in  a  purely  seminary  course  are  in- 
adequate to  fit  them  for  secular  pursuits;  hence,  a  student  may 
pursue  his  studies  in  this  Institution,  and  if  it  be  God's  will 
that  he  become  a  minister  of  the  altar,  he  has  all  the  advantages 
of  a  two- fold  education;  but  if  God  requires  his  services  in  a 
secular  avocation,  he,  by  the  same  system,  is  qualified  for  any 
social  position.

DISCIPLINE. 


The  scholastic  year,  consisting   of  two  sessions,  begins  early 
in  September  and  terminates  about  the  end  of  June. 

The  first  session  ends  on   the    first  of   February;  the    second 
ends  with  the  close  of  the  scholastic  year. 

Students  applying  for  admission  must  present  testimonials  of 
good  moral  character. 

The  epistolary  correspondence  of  the  stu  lenU  will  be  subject 
to  the  inspection  of  the  President,  or  one  appointed  by  him. 

Pocket  money  must  be  deposited  with  the  Prefect  of  Disci- 
pline. No  advance  will  be  made  beyond  the  deposit.  Students 
present  on  the  opening  day  in  September  will  have  the  choice 
of  sleeping  apartments  in  the  dormitories  which  may  be  as- 
signed them.  Each  student,  on  entering,  will  be  placed  in 
classes  for  which  the  Board  of  Examiners  may  deem  him  fit. 

A  semi  annual  report  of  each  stulent's  progress  an  1  conduct 
is  sent  to  parents  or  guardians. 

To  use  intoxicating  liquors,  or  to  introduce  the.n  into  the  In- 
stitution, is  prohibited  under  pain  of  expulsion. 

The  nse  of  tobacco  is  strictly  forbidden. 

In  order  to  secure  propriety  of  bearing  and  neatness  of  per- 
son, military  drill  and  inspection  of  attire  are  held  three  times  a, 
week. 

A  short  vacation  is  given  to  the  students  of  the  College  and 
the  Preparatory  Department  at  Christma0,  which  may  be  spent 
at  their  homes,  if  parents  or  guardians  so  desire. 


16  Discipline. 


No  student  is  allowed  to  go  beyond  the  Seminary  boundary 
without  special  permission. 

After  morning  prayers,  meditation,  and  the  Holy  Sacrifice 
cf  the  Mass,  the  students  of  the  Collegiate  Department  retire 
to  the  Study  Hall. 

The  Rosary  is  daily  recited  by  all  in  common. 

Evening  prayers  in  chapel  terminate  the  exercises  of  the  da}\ 

Perfect  silence  is  observed  from  this  time  until  after  break- 
fast next  morning. 

Students  approach  the  Sacraments  once  every  two  weeks,  and 
oftener,  if  their  directors  deem  proper.  All  festivals  of  the  year 
are  solemnized  in  the  most  impressive  manner,  an  edifying 
feature  cf  which  is  the  reception  of  Holy  Communion  by  all  the 
students. 

The  whole  religious  training  is  such  as  to  impress  upon  the 
student  the  obligation  of  rendering  religion  not  only  practical, 
but  even  an  essential  part  of  his  daily  business.  TLis  is  effect- 
ed, however,  without  enforcing  anything  that  would  cause  dis- 
gust or  hypocrisy.  The  intention  is  to  make  each  one  feel  it  a 
duty  to  be  faithful  in  his  religious  practices,  without  being  com- 
pelled thereto  by  any  disagreeable  influence.

The  beautiful  devotion  of  the  Guard  of  Honor  was  established 
in  1885,  on  the  15th  day  of  Ma}r,  the  Feast  of  the  Ascension  of 
Oar  Lord.  It  has  been  aggregated  to  the  Arch-Confraternity 
canonically  erected  at  the  Monasteiy  of  the  Visitation,  Brook- 
lyn, New  York.  Its  object  is  to  render  a  truly  perpetual  and 
uninterrupted  worship  of  glory,  love  and  reparation  to  the  Most 
Sacred  Heart  of  Jesus,  which,  visibly  wounded  once  with  the 
Lance  on  the  tree  of  the  Cross,  is  invisibly  wounded  every  day 
by  the  forgetfulness,  ingratitude  and  sins  of  men.

All  rise  at  5  o'clock  a.  m.  ,  and  after  twenty-five  minutes 
allotted  to  toilet,  they  go  to  the  chapel  for  morning  pra}'ers,  a 
half  hour's  meditation,  Holy  Mass,  and  the  reading  of  the  New 
Testament.  Before  dinner  and  supper  they  make  a  particular 
examen  of  conscience.     In  the  evening  they  have  spiritual  read- 
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ing  and  recite  the  rosary  in  common.  The  exercises  of  the 
day  are  concluded  by  evening  prayers  .after  which  all  retire. 
They  are  required  to  approach  the  Sacraments  at  least  once 
a  week,  and  on  the  principal  festivals. 

Each  seminarian  must  have  a  copy  of  the  Rules  of  the  Sem- 
inary, which  will  give  further  information  on  this  head.

The  Medical  Department  of  Niagara  University  is  situated  in  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.,  a  city  numbering  over  250,0J0  inhabitants,  where  all  facilties  are 
presented  for  medical  teaching  and  study-  This  department  was  or- 
ganized in  1SS3.  It  is  under  the  direct,  management  of  the  medical 
faculty,  a  body  of  able  and  well  known  medical  gentlemen,  and  offers 
great  inducements  and  advantages  to  young  gentlemen  who  desire  to 
study  medicine. 

The  course  of  studies  is  thorough  and  comprehensive.  It  is  arranged 
upon  the  graded  system,  and  covers  a  period  of  three  years.  During  the 
first  year,  the  student  pursues  the  elementary  branches,  and  labortory 
and  practical  work.  In  the  second  year,  elementary  and  laboratory- 
work  is  diminished,  and  practical  studies  are  gradually  taken  up.  The 
third  year  is  devoted  mainly  to  }  ructical  branches  and  bedside  instruc- 
tion. Thus  the  student  becomes  familiar  with  the  elementary  branches 
before  commencing  the  more  advanced,  and  progresses  gradually,  step 
by  Btep,  from  the  lower  to  the  higher  studies  in  a  just  and  natural  order, 
at  the  same  time  securing  as  much  of  repetition  of  the  former  as  may  be 
necessary  to  the  through  understanding  of  the  latter. 

The  methods  of  instruction  embrace  didactic  lectures,  clinical  lectures 
recitations,  demonstrations,  laboratory  work,  and  bedside  studies,  con- 
ducted by  a  corps  of  experienced  and  efficient  teachers. 

All  instructions,  except  clinical,  will  be  given  in  the  College  building, 
a  new  and  commodious  structure  which  is  especially  adapted  to  the 
conveniences  and  purposes  of  the  school.  It  is  centrally  and  pleasantly 
located  in  a  desirable  part  of  the  city,  on  Ellicott  street  near  Broadway. 
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Clinical  instruction  will  be  given  at  the  various  Hospitals  and  Dispen- 
saries, where  excellent  opportunities  are  offerred  ior  studying  disease 
and  witnessing  operations  and  the  different  methods  of  treatment. 

Before  entering  upon  the  course  of*  stud}',  all  students  are  required  to 
pass  a  matriculation  examination,  except  those  having  diplomas  or  cer- 
tificates from  some  school  or  college  recognized  by  this  University  ,show- 
ing  their  qualification  to  study  medicine.  Students  not  pursuing  tin- 
regular  course,  and  graduates  in  medicine  need  not  be  examined  on  en- 
tering the  school.

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The  Law  Department  of  Niagara  University  is,  like  its  sister  Medical 
Department,  located  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  While  it  is  under  the  direct 
management  and  supervision  of  the  law  faculty,  it  has,  besides,  a  strong 
corps  of  special  lecturers.  The  major  part  of  these  professors,  instuc- 
tors  and  special  lecturers  are  lawyers  of  large  practice,  and  the  method 
of  their  instruction  is  an  exposition  of  legal  principles  made  practical 
by  their  own  experience.  The  student  thus  learns  the  law  in  much 
the  same  way  that  all  lawyers  learn  it  in  the  practice. 

The  object  of  the  department  of  law  is  to  teach  the  theory  and  prac- 
tice of  common  law,  and  it  aims  to  afford  such  a  training  in  its  prin- 
ciples as  will  enable  the  student  to  practice  his  profession  anywhere 
where  the  system  of  the  common  law  prevails.  Its  training  and  method 
of  instuction  embrace  the  study  of  leading  cases,  lectures,  recitations, 
drill  in  Moot  Courts  and  theses  written  by  the  students  on  legal  sub- 
jects. 

The  course  of  instruction  to  be  followed  will  occupy  two  years'  time. 
Each  year  will  be  divided  into  two  terms  of  seventeen  weeks  each,  be- 
ginning October,  1888,  and  closing  the  last  week  in  May,  1889. 

The  situation  of  the  College  at  Buffalo  is  a  peculiarly  fortunate  one- 
During  most  of  the  College  year  four  of  the  higher  courts  are  sitting, 
in  which  the  actual  trial  of  important  cases,  often  by  distinguished 
counsel,  is  going  on.  During  all  of  the  College  year  special  terms  of 
the  Supreme  Court  and  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Buffalo  are  open,  where 
judges  sit  daily  to  hear  and  determine  questions  touching  almost  every 
branch  of  the  law.  A  term  of  the  United  States  District  Court  is  held 
in  Buffalo  in  September  of  each  year.  The  large  and  well-selected  Bar 
Library  will  be  free  to  students  for  consultation. 

Places  will  be  found  for  Students  in  the  offices  ot  members  of  the 
Buffalo  Bar,  where  it  is  expected  they  will  spend  their  time  when  not 
actually  engaged  in  attendance  at  the  Law  School.  Students  will  thus 
be  afforded  an  opportunity  of  seeing,  and  to  some  extent  assisting  in, 
t  be  actual  details  of  law  practice 

The  admission  of  applicants  who  are  candidates  for  a  degree  is  regu- 
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lated  as  follows :  All  graduates  of  literary  colleges  may  be  admitted 
without  examination.  Other  applicants  must  pass  an  examination  in 
Arithmetic,  Grammar,  Geography,  Orthography,  English  and  American 
History  and  English  Composition.  A  certificate  of  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents of  the  State  of  New  York  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  ot  such  examin- 
ation. 

The  degree  conferred  by  the  department  on  graduation  is  that  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws.  The  degree  conferred  at  the  end  of  the  post-gradu- 
ate course  is  t  hat  of  Master  of  Laws. 

The  annual  tuition  fee  is  $100.00  payable  in  installments  of  $50. 00 
at  the  beginning  of  each  term.

PROSPECTUS. 

Niagara  University,  conducted  !>v  the  Priests  of  the  Consrrega- 

tion  of  the  Mission,  was  founded  as  an  institution  of  learning  in 
1856,  incorporated  under  the  name  of  the  Seminary  of  Our  Lady 
of  A.ngels  in  L863  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  and  erected  into  a  university  under  its  present  title  in  1883 
by  the  Regents  #of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  with 
the  full  powers  and  authority  of  a  university. 

A>  now  designated,  however,  and  as  hereafter  to  he  known, 
none  of  t  lie  honored  and  sacred  memories  and  associations  of  the 
pasl  will  he  broken  or  marred.  Nothing  that  has  marked  the 
character  of  the  institution  either  in  name  or  object  will  he  laid 
aside.  The  Seminary  of  Our  Lady  of  Angels,  both  in  name  and 
individuality,  will  still  be  preserved;  but,  instead  of  standing 
alone,  as  heretofore,  it  will  be  associated  with  other  departments  of 
learning,  and  constitute  one  of  the  colleges  of  the  institution,  the 
College  of  Theologj  .

No  pains 
are  spared  to- secure  the  comforts  of  Students. 

As  the  name  indicates-,  the  "Seminary  of  Our  Lady  of  Angels" 
is  an  ecclesiastical  institution  intended  for  the  education  of  aspir- 
ants to  the  Priesthood.  Whilst  our  course  of  study  embraces  all 
that  is  required  to  prepare  the  youthful  candidate  for  the  Sacred. 
Ministry,  we,  however,  derm  it  advisable  to  unite  the  studies  proper 
to  a  seminary  with  those  which  are  found  in  college  courses.  Our 
reason-  for  this  are  the  following: 

First,  because,  in  this  country,  a  Priest  requires  a  knowledge 
of  things  which  especially  pertain  not  only  to  the  Sacred  Ministry, 
hut  also  to  strictly  secular  and  professional  avocations;  secondly, 
because  many  young  men,  entering  a  seminary,  think  they  have  a 
vocation  for  the  Priesthood,  hut,  after  due  consideration,  ascertain 
that  such  is  not  their  calling,  in  this  case,  the  studies  prescribed 
in  a  purely  seminary  course  are  inadequate  to  tit  them  for  secular 
pursuits  :  hence,  a  student  may  pursue  his  studies  in  (his  institu- 
tion, and  if  if  he  God's  will  (hat  he  become  a  minister  of  the  altar, 
he  has  all  the  advantage-  of  a  two-fold  education;  hut  if  God 
requires  his  services  in  a  secular  avocation,  he,  by  the  same  system, 
is  ijualified  for  any  social  position.

The  institution  does  not  furnish  hooks,  stationery,  clothes, 
etc.,  unless  a  sufficient  sum  he  deposited  with  the  Treasurer. 

\o  deduction  will  be  made  for  withdrawal  within  the  half 
year. 

Previous  to  a  student's  departure,  timely  notice  must  he  given, 
accounts  adjusted,  and  traveling  expenses  supplied. 

Students  are  individually  responsible  for  medical  attendance 
and  medicine. 

Each  student,  on  entering,  should  be  supplied  with  six  shirts, 
four  night  shirts,  four  pairs  of  drawers,  twelve  pocket  handker- 
chiefs, twelve  pairs  of  stockings,  two  hats,  two  caps,  six  towels. 
two  pairs  of  hoots  or  shoes,  winter  and  summer  suits  of  clothes, 
one  overcoat,  one  table  knife  and  fork  (nickle  or  silver-plated),  six 
napkins  and  napkin  ring,  one  tablespoon,  one  teaspoon,  combs, 
brushes,  etc.  The  full  name  of  each  student  should  be  marked 
4>n  his  property. 
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DISCIPLINE. 


The  scholastic  year,  consisting  of  two  sessions,  begins  early  id 
September  and  terminates  about  the  end  of  June. 

The  first  session  ends  on  the  first  of  February;  the  second  ends 
with  the  close  of  the  scholastic  year. 

Students  applying  for  admission  must  present  testimonials  of 
good  moral  character. 

The  epistolary  correspondence  of  the  students  will  be  subject  to 
the  inspection  of  the  President,  or  one  appointed  by  him. 

Pocket  money  must  be  deposited  with  the  Prefect  of  Discipline. 
No  advance  will  be  made  beyond  the  deposit.  Students  present  on 
the  opening  day  in  September  will  have  the  choice  of  sleeping 
apartments  in  the  dormitories  which  may  be  assigned  them.  Each 
-i  udent,  on  entering,  will  be  placed  in  classes  for  which  the  Board 
of  Examiners  may  deem  him  fit. 

A  semi-annual  report  of  each  student's  progress  and  conduct  is- 
sent  to  parents  or  guardians. 

To  use  intoxicating  liquors,  or  to  introduce  them  into  the  insti- 
fcution,  is  prohibited  under  pain  of  expulsion. 

The  use  «>)'  tobacco  is  strictly  forbidden. 

In  order  to  secure  propriety  of  bearing  and  neatness  of  person, 
military  drill  and  inspection  of  attire  are  held  three  times  a  week. 

A  shorl  vacation  is  given  to  the  students  of  the  College  and  the 
Preparatory  Departmeni  at  Caristmas,  which  may  be  spent  at  their 
home-,  [f  parents  or  guardians  so  desire. 

No  student  is  allowed  bo  go  beyond  the  Seminary  boundarj 
without  special  permission. 

After  morning  prayers,  meditation,  and  the  Holy  Sacrifice  of 
the  Mass,  the  students  of  the  Collegiate  Department  retire  to  the 
stmh  Hall. 

The  Rosary  :-  daily  recited  by  all  in  common. 

I.  oning  pr  yen  in  chapel  terminate  the  exercises  of  the  day. 
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Perfect  silence  is  observed  from  this  time  until  after  breakfast 
ue\t  morning. 

Students  approach  the  Sacraments  once  every  two  weeks,  and 
of teuer,  if  their  directors  deem  proper.  All  festivals  of  the  year 
are  solemnized  in  the  most  impressive  manner.,  an  edifying  feature 
of  which  is  the  reception  of  Holy  Communion  by  all  the  students. 

The  whole  religious  training  is  such  as  to  impress  upon  the 
student  the  obligation  of  rendering  religion  not  only  practical,  but 
even  an  essential  part  of  his  daily  business.  This  is  effected,  how- 
ever, without  enforcing  anything  that  would  cause  disgust  or 
hypocrisy.  The  intention  is  to  make  each  one  feel  it  a  duty  to  be 
Faithful  iii  his  religious  practices,  without  being  compelled  thereto 
by  anv  disagreeable  influence.

PROSPECTUS 


The  Philosophical  and  Theological  departments  of  Niagara 
University,  to  which  properly  belongs  the  title,  "Seminary  of  Our 
Lady  of  Angels."  unlike  the  Collegiate  department,  has  for  its  sole 
end  the  training  of  candidates  for  the  Sacred  Ministry.  To  this 
end  tend  all  the  studies  and  religious  practices  of  the  seminary. 
An  atmosphere  of  piety  and  learning  is  thrown  around  them  and 
the  students  are  made  to  feel  that  the  Priesthood  of  the  New  Law 
is  the  highest  dignity  to  which  man  can  aspire:,  and  that  they  who 
are  unequal  to  the  labor  of  rightly  fitting  themselves  for  it  are  out 
of  place  here . 

The  rules  are  such  as  would  be  the  basis  of  a  rule  of  life  for  a 
priest  inflamed  with  the  spirit  of  his  vocation.  They  are,  more- 
over, stringent,  but  not  so  oppressive  that,  like  shackles,  they  are 
to  be  thrown  away  when  outside  the  seminary,  but  rather  such  as 
a  person  expecting  one  day  to  offer  up  the  Most  Holy  Sacrifice  to 
the  Almighty  would  willingly  take  upon  himself. 

The  order  of  exercises  is  substantially  the  same  for  every  day. 
All  rise  at  5  o'clock  a.m.  and  go  to  the  chapel  for  morning  prayers, 
a  half  hour's  meditation  and  Holy  Mass.  After  a  few  minutes' 
recreation  following  breakfast,  the  forenoon  is  taken  up  with  study 
and  recitation  until  11:42  a.  .m..  when  a  particular  examen  (from 
Tronson)  is  made  and  the  New  Testament  read.  At  1:40  p.m.  the 
rosary  is  recited  and  is  followed  by  study  and  recitation.  One- 
half  hour  before  supper  is  allotted  to  spiritual  reading.  The  day 
is  terminated  by  night  prayers  in  common.  A  visit  to  the  Blessed 
Sacrament  is  made  by  each  seminarian  at  a  specified  time.  Those 
in  Sacred  Orders  recite  the  entire  Divine  Office  in  common  each 
day.  A  repetition  of  the  meditation  is  made  on  Sunday  morning 
by  those  seminarians  called  upon.  The  object  of  this  is  to  teach 
them  in  what  manner  a  meditation  should  be  made.  Conferences 
are  given  regularly  every  week.  All  seminarists  are  required  to 
approach  the  Holy  Table  on  Sundays  and  the  principal  festivals. 
Frequent  communion  is  above  all  inculcated  and  encouraged. 
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THE  CHAPEL. 

One  of  the  greatest  features  of  the  institution  is  the  facilities- 
afforded  for  becoming  proficient  in  the  ceremonies  of  the  church . 
The  chapel  is  a  large  stone  structure  erected  through  the  joint- 
contributions  of  alumni  and  friends.  It  is  surmounted  by  a  lofty 
dome  and  presents  an  imposing  appearence .  The  interior  is  most 
artistically  ornamented.  The  most  delicate  shade  of  blue,  the 
purest  white  and  oak-finished  wood  work  combine  to  make  it  both 
pleasant  and  attractive.  The  sanctuary,  as  far  as  spaciousness  and 
unassuming  elegance  is  concerned,  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  coun- 
try. Here  fifteen  may  freely  move  abreast  and  suffer  not  the  least 
inconvenience.  Here,  too,  regularly  once  or  twice  a  week  all  the 
seminarians  are  trained  in  the  ordinary  movements  around  the 
sanctuary,  and  every  day  the  fourth  year  theologians  are  taught 
theoretically  and  practically  the  rubrics  of  the  Mass  and  other 
functions  of  the  Church,  which  are  all  conducted  in  a  manner 
rigidly  rubrical . 

THE    SEMINARIANS'    READING    ROOM. 

There  is  a  reading  room  for  the  seminarians  wherein,  during 
recreation  hours,  they  may  find  more  mental  pabulum  than  can  be 
gained  from  mere  text  books,  and  thus  keep  abreast  of  the  great 
social  and  religious  questions  of  the  day.  Here  are  to  be  found  all 
the  leading  magazines  of  this  country  and  of  Europe — literary, 
scientific,  economic,  liturgical  and  musical.  To  these  are  added 
all  the  best  Catholic  newspapers  and  the  best  representatives  of  the 
American  press.  The  frequenting  of  the  reading  room  is  encour- 
aged, of  course,  with  the  limitation  that  no  time  for  study  is  to  be 
infringed  upon .  The  interior  arrangements  of  the  reading  room 
are  those  of  our  best  libraries.  Plenty  of  light  is  cast  throughout 
the  room  by  gas  jets  arranged  at  short  distances.  The  papers  are 
all  filed  on  a  slanting  desk  extending  along  the  wall  throughout 
the  four  sides  of  the  room,  thus  rendering  them  easy  of  access  and 
keeping  them  from  being  scattered  around  the  room  The  hand 
of  a  competent  artist  has  tastily  decorated  the  room,  making  it  as 
inviting  and  cosy  as  one  could  wish. 

BECBEATION    HA  LI,   AND   GROUNDS. 

For  recreation  the  seminarians  have  a  spacious,  well-lighted 
hall.     For  vrhilingaway  the  recreation  hour  in  healthy  amusement 
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three  billiard  tables  are  provided,  each  in  charge  of  a  society  which 
sees  that  all  necessary  repairs  are  made  and  that  the  tables  are  kept 
in  good  condition.  Games  of  other  kinds,  such  as  chess  and 
checkers,  are  provided  for  and  encouraged.  The  grounds  over 
which  the  students  may  extend  their  walks  are  very  extensive  and 
"beautiful.  They  stretch  along  the  Niagara  river  for  a  considerable 
•distance  and  present  sights  of  grandest  sublimity  and  bewitching 
"beauty.  Two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  below  eddies  and  surges  with 
deafening  roar  the  famous  stream.  On  all  sides  Nature  seems  to 
"have  lavished  her  favors.  Here  is  the  place  for  a  young  Levite  to 
meditate  on  the  power  of  God  and  to  be  brought  to  a  sense  of  the 
vanity  of  things  human. 

OTHER    REGULATIONS. 

The  next  scholastic  year  will  begin  on  Wednesday,  September 
10th. 

Only  to  seminarians  actually  present  will  rooms  be  assigned  on 
the  opening  day,  at  5  o'clock  p.  m.  At  their  arrival  the  seminarians 
must  immediately  report  to  the  Director  of  the  Ecclesiastical  de- 
partment. 

Any  seminarian  not  present  on  the  opening  day  will  be  required 
to  bring  with  him  a  satisfactory  letter  from  his  Ordinary.  Each 
should  bring  a  letter  from  the  pastor  in  whose  parish  he  spent  his 
vacation. 

No  one  will  be  received  unless  he  comes  well  recommended  by 
his  respective  bishop  or  pastor.  If  he  be  from  any  other  institu- 
tion, he  must  have  satisfactory  letters  from  the  President  of  that 
institution. 

All  mailable  matter  directed  to  or  sent  by  the  seminarians  is 
subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  President,  or  of  one  appointed  by 
him. 

EXPENSES    AND    ARTICLES    REQUIRED. 

The  scholastic  year,  consisting  of  two  sessions,  begins  early  in 
September  and  terminates  about  the  end  of  June  The  first  ses- 
sion ends  on  the  first  of  February  ;  the  second  ends  with  the  close 
of  the  scholastic  year.

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Payments  must  be  made  half  yearly  in  advance.  No  reduction 
will  be  made  for  removal  within  a  half  year  unless  in  case  of  dis- 
missal or  protracted  illness. 

Each  seminarian  on  entering  the  seminary  must  be  provided 
witli  cassock,  Roman  collar,  plain  linen  surplice  and  biretum;  with 
table  apparatus — napkins,  plated  knife,  fork,  spoon,  goblet  and 
napkin  ring,  with  his  full  name  marked  on  each  article. 

They  will  also  come  furnished  with  a  sufficient  amount  of 
summer  and  winter  clothing. 

They  shall  be  individually  responsible  for  medical  attendance 
and  for  medicines  furnished.

The  Medical  Department  of  Niagara  University  is  situated  in  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.,  a  city  numbering  over  250,000  inha  itants,  where  all  facilities  are 
presented  for  medical  teaching  and  study.  This  department  was  organized 
in  1883.  It  is  under  the  direct  management  of  the  medical  faculty,  a  body 
of  able  and  well-known  medical  gentlemen,  and  offers  great  inducements 
and  advantages  to  young  gentlemen  who  desire  to  study  medicine. 

The  course  of  studies  is  thorough  and  comprehensive.  It  is  arranged  upon 
the  graded  system,  and  covers  a  period  of  three  years.  During  the  first  year 
the  student  pursues  the  elementary  branches,  and  laboratory  and  practical 
work.  In  the  second  year,  elementary  and  laboratory  work  is  diminished, 
and  practical  studies  are  gradually  taken  up.  The  third  year  is  devoted 
mainly  to  practical  branches  and  bedside  instruction.  Thus  the  student 
becomes  familiar  with  the  elementary  branches  before  commencing  the  more 
advanced,  and  progresses  gradually,  step  by  step,  from  the  lower  to  the 
higher  studies  in  a  just  and  natural  order,  at  the  same  time  securing  as  much 
of  repetition  of  the  former  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  thorough  understand- 
ing of  the  latter. 

The  methods  of  instruction  embrace  didactic  lectures,  clinical  lectures,, 
recitations,  demonstrations,  laboratory  work,  and  bedside  studies,  conducted 
by  a  corps  of  experienced  and  efficient  teachers. 

All  ins' ructions,  except  clinical,  will  be  given  in  the  College  building,  a 
new  and  commodious  structure  which  is  especially  adapted  to  the  conveni- 
ences and  purposes  of  the  school.  It  is  centrally  and  pleasantly 
located  in  a  desirable  part  of  the  city,  on    Ellicott  street  near  Broadway. 
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Clinical  instruction  will  be  given  at  the  various  Hospitals  and  Dispen- 
saries, where  excellent  opportunities  are  offerred  tor  studying  disease  and 
witnessing  operations  and  the  different  methods  of  treatment. 

Before  entering  upon  the  course  of  study,  all  students  are  required  to 
pass  a  matriculation  examination,  except  those  having  diplomas  or  certifi- 
■c.ites  from  some  school  or  college  recognized  by  this  University,  showing 
their  qualification  to  study  medicine.  Students  not  pursuing  the  regular 
course,  and  graduates  in  medicine  need  not  be  examined  on  entering 
the*  school.

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PROSPECTUS. 


The  Law  Department  of  Niagara  University  is,  like  its  sister 
Medical  Department,  located  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  While  it  is  under 
the  direct  management  and  supervision  of  the  law  faculty,  it  has, 
besides,  a  strong  corps  of  special  lecturers.  The  major  part  of 
these  professors,  instructors  and  special  lecturers  are  lawyers  of 
large  practice,  and  the  method  of  their  instruction  is  an  exposi- 
tion of  legal  principles  made  practical  by  their  own  experience. 
The  student  thus  learns  the  law  in  much  the  same  way  that  all 
lawyers  learn  it  in  the  practice. 

The  object  of  the  Department  of  Law  is  to  teach  the  theory 
and  practice  of  common  law,  and  it  aims  to  afford  such  a  training 
in  its  principles  as  will  enable  the  student  to  practice  his  profession 
anywhere  where  the  system  of  the  common  law  prevails.  Its 
training  and  method  of  instruction  embraces  the  study  of  leading 
cases,  lectures,  recitations,  drill  in  Moot  Courts  and  theses  written 
by  the  students  on  legal  subjects. 

The  course  of  instruction  to  be  followed  will  occupy  two  years' 
time.  Each  year  will  be  divided  into  two  terms  of  seventeen 
weeks  each,  beginning  October  1890,  and  closing  the  last  week  in 
May,  1891. 

The  situation  of  the  College  at  Buffalo  is  a  peculiarly  fortun- 
ate one.  During  most  of  the  College  year  four  of  the  higher 
courts  are  sitting,  in  which  the  actual  trial  of  important  cases, 
often  by  distinguished  counsel,  is  going  on.  During  all  of  the 
College  year  special  terms  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  of  the  Super- 
ior Court  of  Buffalo  are  open,  where  judges  sit  daily  to  hear  and 
determine  questions  touching  almost  every  branch  of  the  law.  A 
term  of  the  United  States  District  Court  is  held  in  Buffalo  in 
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September  of  each  year.     The  large  and  well-selected  Bar  Library 
will  be  free  to  students  for  consultation. 

Places  will  be  found  for  students  in  the  offices  of  members  of 
the  Buffalo  Bar,  where  it  is  expected  they  will  spend  their  time 
when  not  actually  engaged  in  attendance  at  the  Law  School. 
Students  will  thus  be  afforded  an  opportunity  of  seeing,  and  to 
some  extent  assisting  in,  the  actual  details  of  law  practice. 

The  admission  of  applicants  who  are  candidates  for  a  degree  is 
regulated  as  follows  :  All  graduates  of  literary  colleges  may  be 
admitted  without  examination.  Other  applicants  must  pass  an 
examination  in  Arithmetic,  Grammar,  Geography,  Orthography, 
English  and  American  History  and  English  Composition.  A  cer- 
tificate of  the  Board  of  Eegents  of  the  State  of  New  York  will  be 
accepted  in  lieu  of  such  examination. 

The  degree  conferred  by  the  Department  on  graduation  is  that 
of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  The  degree  conferred  at  the  end  of  the 
post-graduate  course  is  that  of  Master  of  Laws. 

The  annual  tuition  fee  is  $100.00  payable  in  installments  of 
$50.00  at  the  beginning  of  each  term.

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PROSPECTUS. 


Niagara  University,  conducted  by  the  Priests  of  the  Congre- 
lod  of  the  Mission,  was  founded  as  an  institution  of  learning  in 
1856,  incorporated  under  the  name  of  the  Seminary  of  Our  Lady 
of  Angels  in  1863  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  and  erected  into  a  university  under  its  present  title  in  1883 
by  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  with 
the  full  powers  and  authority  of  a  university. 

As  now  designated,  however,  and  as  hereafter  to  be  known, 
none  of  the  honored  and  sacred  memories  and  associations  of  the 
pasl  will  be  broken  or  marred.  Nothing  that  has  marked  the 
character  of  the  institution,  either  in  name  or  object,  will  be  laid 
aside.  The  Seminary  of  Our  Lady  of  Angels,  both  in  name  and 
individuality,  will  still  be  preserved;  but,  instead  of  standing 
alone,  as  heretofore,  it  will  be  associated  with  oth3r  departments  of 
learnrng,  and  constitute  one  of  fche  colleges  of  the  institution,  the 
( lollege  of  Theology. 

It  is  situated  two  miles  north  of  Suspension  Bridge,  on  the 
New  York  bank  of  the  Niagara  River. 

In  sublimity  of  scenery,  if  is  without  a  rival  in  the  country. 

To  the  south,  it  commands  a  magnificent  view  of  the  great  Cata- 

Seminary  Rapids  and  fche  Whirlpool;  northward,  it  overlooks 

the  binding  course  of  bhe  fche  Niagara  River,  with  its  picturesque 

.  ind  the  broad  expanse  of  Liake  Ontario,     [t  is  exceptionally 
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easy  of  access  from  every  point,  north,  south,  east  and  west;  it  is 
within  easy  riding  or  walking  distance  from  all  the  railroads  con- 
verging at  Suspension  Bridge,  and  the  boats  plying  on  Lake 
Ontario. 

Located  on  the  most  elevated  point  of  " Mont-Eagle  Ridge," 
it  receives  the  full  benefit  of  the  pure,  invigorating  breezes  that 
sweep  over  the  country  from  the  lakes.  The  salubrity  of  the  cli- 
mate is  unsurpassed. 

The  buildings  are  large,  the  apartments  commodious.  No 
pains  are  spared  to  secure  the  comfort  of  the  students . 

As  the  name  indicates,  the  "Seminary  of  Our  Lady  of  Angels  " 
is  an  ecclesiastical  institution  intended  for  the  education  of  aspir- 
ants to  the  Priesthood.  Whilst  our  course  of  study  embraces  all 
that  is  required  to  prepare  the  youthful  candidate  for  the  Sacred 
Ministry,  we,  however,  deem  it  advisable  to  unite  the  studies  proper 
to  a  seminary  with  those  which  are  found  in  college  courses.  Our 
reasons  for  this  are  the  following  : 

First,  because  in  this  country  a  Priest  requires  a  knowledge 
of  things  which  especially  pertain  not  only  to  the  Sacred  Ministry, 
but  also  to  strictly  secular  and  professional  avocations  ;  secondly, 
because  many  young  men,  entering  a  seminary,  think  they  have  a 
vocation  for  the  Priesthood,  but,  after  due  consideration,  ascertain 
that  such  is  not  their  calling .  In  this  case,  the  studies  prescribed 
in  a  purely  seminary  course  are  inadequate  to  fit  them  for  secular 
pursuits ;  hence,  a  student  may  pursue  his  studies  in  this  institu- 
tion, and  if  it  be  God's  will  that  he  become  a  minister  of  the  altar, 
he  has  all  the  advantages  of  a  two-fold  education  ;  but  if  God 
requires  his  services  in  a  secular  vocation,  he,  by  the  same  system, 
is  qualified  for  any  social  position.

Xo  music  lessons  will  be  given  for  a  shorter  period  than  the 
half  year.  Pupils  desiring  to  practice  for  a  longer  time  than  that 
assigned  them,  can  have  use  of  the  instrument  by  paying  in  pro- 
portion to  the  time  desired. 

The  institution  does  not  furnish  books,  stationery,  clothes, 
etc.,  unless  a  sufficent  sum  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer. 

Xo  deduction  will  be  made  for  withdrawal  within  the  half 
year. 

Previous  to  a  student's  departure,  timely  notice  must  be  given, 
accounts  adjusted,  and  traveling  expenses  supplied. 

Students  are  individually  responsible  for  medical  attendance 
and  medicine. 

Each  student,  on  entering,  should  be  supplied  with  six  shirts, 
four  night  shirts,  four  pairs  of  drawers,  twelve  pocket  handkerchiefs, 
six  pairs  of  stockings,  two  hats,  two  caps,  six  towels,  two  pairs 
of  boots  or  shoes,  winter  and  summer  suits  of  clothes,  one  overcoat, 
one  table  knife  and  fork  (nickle  or  silver-plated),  six  napkins  and 
napkin  ring,  one  tablespoon,  one  teaspoon,  combs,  brushes,  etc. 
The  full  name  of  each  student  should  be  marked  on  his  property. 
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DISCIPLINE. 


The  scholastic  year,  consisting  of  two  sessions,  begins  early  in 
September  and  terminates  about  the  end  of  June . 

The  first  session  ends  on  the  first  of  February;  the  second 
ends  with  the  close  of  the  scholastic  year. 

Students  applying  for  admission  must  present  testimonials  of 
good  moral  character. 

Former  students  are  required  to  present  themselves  to  the 
President  and  to  the  Prefect  of  Discipline  immediately  upon  re- 
turning after  the  summer  and  Christmas  vacations.  Parents  and 
guardians  will  be  notified  of  the  exact  time  of  their  arrival. 

The  epistolary  correspondence  of  the  students  will  be  subject 
to  the  inspection  of  the  President,  or  one  appointed  by  him. 

Pocket  money  must  be  deposited  with  the  Prefect  of  Discipline. 
No  advance  will  be  made  beyond  the  deposit.  Students  present 
on  the  opening  day  in  September  will  have  the  choice  of  sleeping 
apartments  in  the  dormitories  which  may  be  assigned  them .  Each 
student,  on  entering,  will  be  placed  in  classes  for  which  the  Board 
of  Examiners  may  deem  him  tit. 

A  semi-annual  report  of  each  student's  progress  and  conduct 
is  sent  to  parents  or  guardians. 

To  use  intoxicating  liquors,  or  to  introduce  them  into  the 
institution,  is  prohibited  under  pain  of  expulsion. 

The  \\<c  of  Tobacco  is  strictly  forbidden. 

In  order  to  secure  propriety  of  bearing  and  neat  ness  of  person, 
military  drill  and  inspection  of  attire  are  held  three  dimes  a  week. 

A  shorl  vacation  is  given  to  the  students  of  the  College  and 
the  Preparatory  Department  at  Christmas,  which  may  be  spent  at 
their  homes,  if  parents  or  guardians  so  desire.

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After  morning  prayers,  meditation,  and  the  Holy  Sacrifice  of 
the  Mass,  the  students  of  the  Collegiate  Department  retire  to  the 
Study  Hall. 

The  Rosarv  is  daily  recited  by  all  in  common. 

Evening  prayers  in  chapel  terminate  the  exercises  of  the  day. 

Perfect  silence  is  observed  from  this  time  until  after  breakfast 
next  morning. 

Students  approach  the  Sacraments  once  every  two  weeks,  and 
oftener,  if  their  directors  deem  proper.  All  festivals  of  the  year 
are  solemnized  in  the  most  impressive  manner,  an  edifying  feature 
of  which  is  the  reception  of  Holy  Communion  by  all  the  students. 

The  whole  religious  training  is  such  as  to  impress  upon  the 
student  the  obligation  of  rendering  religion  not  only  practical,  but 
even  an  essential  part  of  his  daily  business.  This  is  effected,  how- 
ever, without  enforcing  anything  that  would  cause  disgust  or 
hypocrisy  .  The  intention  is  to  make  each  one  feel  it  a  duty  to  be 
faithful  in  his  religious  practices,  without  being  compelled  thereto 
by  any  disagreeable  influence. 
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THE 
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The  Niagara  Ikdex,  the  representative  journal  of  the 
University,  and  the  official  organ  of  the  Niagara  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation, is  edited  by  students  appointed  by  the  Rev.  President. 
Niagara's  Tribute,  which  appeared  in  January,  1870,  was  the 
first  attempt  at  college  journalism  at  Niagara;  after  a  year  it 
gave  place  to  the  Index  Niagarensis,  and  this  in  turn,  on  De- 
cember 15th,  1874,  became  the  Niagara  Index. 

Up  to  September,  loth,  1890,  the  Index  went  forth  from  the 
office  just  as  it  came  from  the  press,  without  covering  or  orna- 
ments of  any  kind.  On  the  above  mentioned  date,  however, 
it  appeared  in  a  new  and  highly  expensive  cover.  The  change 
in  appearance  which  it  to-day  presents  has  met  the  approval  of  all 
to  whom  it  is  a  welcome  visitor. 

The  Index  is  at  present  on  a  solid  footing,  and  has  thus  far 
met  with  flattering  success.  The  powerful  influence  it  has  exerted 
in  elevating  the  literary  standard  of  the  College  and  Seminary, 
and  the  pleasant  means  it  affords  of  communication  between 
alumni  and  their  Alma  Mater,  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  merit  for 
it  the  substantial  encouragement  of  friends,  alumni  and  students 
of  Niagara.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will  manifest  their  inter- 
es1  ill  the  paper's  welfare  by  generously  affixing  their  names  to 
its  list.

Its  object  is  to  render  a  truly  perpetual  and  uninter- 
rupted worship  of  glory,  love  and  reparation  to  the  Most  Sacred 
Heart  of  Jesus,  which,  visibly  wounded  once  with  the  Lance  on 
the  tree  of  the  Cross,  is  invisibly  wounded  every  day  by  the  forget- 
f ulness,  ingratitude  and  sins  of  men. 

To  accomplish  this  object,  each  member  selects  one  hour  in 
the  day,  called  the  Hour  of  Guard,  which  is  marked  by  his  name 
on  the  dial,  and  daring  which,  without  being  obliged  to  change

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PROSPECTUS. 


The  Philosophical  and  Theological  department  of  Niagara 
University,  to  which  properly  belongs  the  title,  "Seminary  of  Our 
Lady  of  Angels,"  unlike  the  Collegiate  department,  has  for  its 
sole  end  the  training  of  candidates  for  the  Sacred  Ministry.  To  this 
end  tend  all  the  studies  and  religious  practices  of  the  Seminary. 
An  atmosphere  of  piety  and  learning  is  thrown  around  them  and 
the  students  are  made  to  feel  that  the  Priesthood  of  the  New  Law 
is  the  highest  dignity  to  which  man  can  aspire,  and  that  they  who 
are  unequal  to  the  labor  of  rightly  fitting  themselves  for  it  are  out 
of  place  here. 

The  rules  are  such  as  should  be  the  basis  of  a  rule  of  life  for  a 
priest  inflamed  with  the  spirit  of  His  vocation.  They  are,  more- 
over, stringent,  but  not  so  oppressive  that,  like  shackles,  they  are 
to  be  thrown  away  when  outside  the  Seminary,  but  rather  such  as 
a  person  expecting  one  day  to  offer  up  the  Most  Holy  Sacrifice  to 
the  Almighty  would  willingly  take  upon  himself. 

The  order  of  exercises  is  substantially  the  same  for  every  day. 
All  rise  at  5  o'clock  a.m.  and  go  to  the  chapel  for  morning  prayers, 
a  half  hour's  meditation  and  Holy  Mass.  After  a  few  minutes' 
recreation  following  breakfast,  the  forenoon  is  taken  up  with  study 
and  recitation  until  11:42  a.  m.,  when  a  particular  examen  (from 
Tronson)  is  made  and  the  New  Testament  read.  At  1 : 40  p.  m.  the 
rosary  is  recited  and  is  followed  by  study  and  recitation.  One- 
half  hour  before  supper  is  allotted  to  spiritual  reading.  The  day 
is  terminated  by  night  prayers  in  common.  A  visit  to  the  Blessed 
Sacrament  is  made  by  each  seminarian  at  a  specified  time.  Those 
in  Sacred  Orders  recite  the  entire  Divine  Office  in  common  each 
day.  A  repetition  of  the  meditation  is  made  on  Sunday  morning 
by  those  seminarians  called  upon .  The  object  of  this  is  to  teach 
them  in  what  manner  a  meditation  should  be  made.  Conferences 
are  given  regularly  every  week.  All  seminarists  are  required  to 
approach  the  Holy  Table  on  Sundays  and  the  principal  festivals. 
Frequent  communion  is  above  all  inculcated  and  encouraged. 
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THE    CHAPEL. 

One  of  the  greatest  features  of  the  institution  is  the  facility 
afforded  for  becoming  proficient  in  the  ceremonies  of  the  church. 
The  chapel  is  a  large  stone  structure  erected  through  the  joint 
contributions  of  alumni  and  friends.  It  is  surmounted  by  a  lofty 
dome  and  presents  an  imposing  appearance.  The  interior  is  most 
artistically  ornamented.  The  most  delicate  shade  of  blue,  the 
purest  white  and  oak-finished  wood  work  combine  to  make  it  both 
pleasant  and  attractive.  The  sanctuary,  as  far  as  spaciousness  and 
unassuming  elegance  is  concerned,  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  coun- 
try. During  the  past  year  handsome  new  stained-glass  windows 
and  two  rich  white  and  gilt  altars,  the  gifts  of  generous  friends, 
have  been  added  to  the  chapel,  making  it  additionally  attractive. 
Here  fifteen  may  freely  move  abreast  and  suffer  not  the  least  incon- 
venience. Here,  too,  regularly  once  or  twice  a  week  all  the  semin- 
arians are  trained  in  the  ordinary  movements  around  the  sanctuary, 
and  every  day  the  fourth  year  theologians  are  taught  theoretically 
and  practically  the  rubrics  of  the  Mass  and  other  functions  of  the 
church,  which  are  all  conducted  in  a  manner  rigidly  rubrical. 
The  chapel  of  the  seminarians  is  inviting  and  cosy.  It  contains 
handsome  stained  windows;  the  floor  is  covered  by  a  rich  carpet 
which  is  in  perfect  harmony  with  the  walnut  and  oak  pews. 

THE    SEMINARIANS'    READING    ROOM. 

There  is  a  reading  room  for  the  seminarians  wherein,  during 
recreation  hours,  they  may  find  more  mental  pabulum  than  can  be 
gained  from  mere  text  books,  and  thus  keep  abreast  of  the  great 
social  and  religions  questions  of  the  day.  Here  are  to  be  found  all 
the  leading  magazines  of  this  country  and  of  Europe — literary, 
scientific,  economic,  liturgical  and  musical.  To  these  are  added 
all  the  best  Catholic  newspapers  and  the  best  representatives  of  the 
American  press.  The  frequenting  of  the  reading  room  is  encour- 
aged, of  course,  with  the  limitation  that  no  time  for  study  is  to  he 
infringed  upon.  The  interior  arrangements  of  the  reading  room 
those  of  our  best  libraries.  Plenty  of  light  is  east  throughout 
tin'  room  by  gas  jets  arranged  :i<  short  distances.  The  papers  are 
all  filed  on  ;i  slanting  desk  extending  along  the  wall  throughout 

the  four  sides  of  the  room,   thus  rendering  them  easy  of  access  and 

keeping  them  from  I.  tiered  around   the  room.     The  hand

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RECREATION    HALL    AND    GROUNDS. 

For  recreation  the  seminarians  have  a  spacious,  well-lighted 
hall.  For  whiling  away  the  recreation  hour  in  healthy  amusement 
three  billiard  tables  are  provided,  each  in  charge  of  a  society  which 
sees  that  all  necessary  repairs  are  made  and  that  the  tables  are  kept 
in  good  condition.  Games  of  other  kinds,  such  as  chess  and 
checkers,  are  furnished  and  encouraged.  A  well  ventilated 
gymnasium  fitted  up  with  all  the  best  apparatus  is  a  special  feature 
of  this  department.  The  grounds  over  which  the  students  may 
extend  their  walks  are  very  extensive  and  beautiful.  They  stretch 
along  the  Niagara  river  for  a  considerable  distance  and  present 
sights  of  grandest  sublimity  and  bewitching  beauty.  Two  hund- 
red and  fifty  feet  below  eddies  and  surges  with  deafening  roar  the 
famous  stream.  On  all  sides  Nature  seems  to  have  lavished  l*er 
•favors.  Here  is  the  place  for  a  young  Levite  to  meditiJ^  on  the 
power  of  God  and  to  be  brought  to  a  sense  of  the  vanity  of  things 
human.

At  their  arrival  the  seminari- 
ans must  immediately  report  to  the  Director  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
department. 

Any  seminarian  not  present  on  the  opening  day  will  be  re- 
quired to  bring  with  him  a  satisfactory  letter  from  his  Ordinary. 
Each  should  bring  a  letter  from  the  pastor  in  whose  parish  he 
spent  his  vacation. 

No  one  will  be  received  unless  he  comes  well  recommended  by 
his  respective  bishop  or  pastor.  If  he  be  from  any  other  institu- 
tion, he  must  have  satisfactory  letters  from  the  President  of  that 
institution.

The  Medical  Department  of  Niagara  University  is  situated  in 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  a  city  numbering  over  260,000  inhabitants,  where 
all  facilities  are  presented  for  medical  teaching  and  study.  This 
department  was  organized  in  1883.  It  is  under  the  direct  manage- 
ment of  the  medical  faculty,  a  body  of  able  and  well-known  medi- 
cal gentlemen,  and  offers  great  inducements  and  advantages  to 
young  gentlemen  who  desire  to  study  medicine. 

The  course  of  studies  is  thorough  and  comprehensive.  It  is 
arranged  upon  the  graded  system,  and  covers  a  period  of  three 
years.  During  the  first  year  the  student  pursues  the  elementary 
branches,  and  laboratory  and  practical  work.  In  the  second  }ear 
elementary  and  laboratory  work  is  diminished,  and  practical  studies 
are  gradually  taken  up.  The  third  year  is  devoted  mainly  to 
practical  branches  and  bedside  instruction.  Thus  the  student 
becomes  familiar  with  the  elementary  branches  before  commencing 
the  more  advanced,  and  progresses  gradually,  step  by  step,  from  the 
lower  to  the  higher  studies  in  just  and  natural  order,  at  the  same 
time  securing  as  much  of  repetition  of  the  former  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  the  thorough  understanding  of  the  latter. 

The  methods  of  instruction  embrace  didactic  lectures,  clinical 
lectures,  recitations,  demonstrations,  laboratory  work,  and  bedside 
studies,  conducted  by  a  corps  of  experienced  and  efficient  teachers. 

All  instructions,  except  clinical,  will  bo  given  in  the  College 
building,  u  new  and  commodious  structure  which  is  especially 
adapted  to  the  conveniences  and  purposes  of  the  school.  Ii.  Is 
centrally  and  pleasantly  located  in  ;i  desirable  part  of  the  city,  on 
Ell i col  t  si  reet,  near  Broadway.

Clinical  instruction  will  be  given  at  the  various  Hospitals  and 
Dispensaries,  where  excellent  opportunities  are  offered  for  studying 
diseases  and  witnessing  operations  and  the  different  methods  of 
treatment. 

Before  entering  upon  the  course  of  study,  all  students  are 
required  to  pass  a  matriculation  examination,  except  those  having 
diplomas  or  certificates  from  some  school  or  college  recognized  by 
this  University,  showing  their  qualification  to  study  medicine. 
Students  not  pursuing  the  regular,  course,  and  graduates  in  medi- 
cine need  not  be  examined  on  entering  the  school .
